prefacp: 


Harrisburg,  Pa.,  May  24,  1920. 

This  Department,  realizing  the  necessity  for  a  more  general  co- 
operation Long  the  agricnltural  societies  and  fair  associations  o 
?he  State  issues  the  bnlletin  containing  a  partial  list  of  such  socie  les 
and  as  o  iations  with  the  dates  for  the  holding  of  their  respective 
"hiWtions  and  the  names  and  addresses  of  the  presidents  and  secre- 
taries  for  the  current  season. 

The  General  Assembly  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania 
makes  an  appropriation  periodically  for  the  aid  of  these  exhibitions 
^nd  the  encouragement  of  agriculture.  The  General  A-embiy  has 
also  placed  the  general  supervision  of  the  disbursement  of  this  ap- 
propriation with  this  Department.  Certain  limitations  have  been 
plaLd  upon  the  disbursements  so  that  the  State  aid  for  premiums 
will  be  applied  to  livestock  and  agricultural  products. 

It  is  hoped  that  there  will  be  general  competition  m  all  depart- 
ments of  these  exhibitions  and  that  the  veiT  best  livestock  and  pro- 
ducts will  be  shown  in  each  community.  The  standardizing  ot  breeds 
and  varieties  adaptable  to  the  particular  community  is  to  be  encour- 
ao-ed  rather  than  to  have  a  diversilied  number  of  the  same.  Every 
eSort  possible  will  be  made  by  this  Department  to  have  the  vaiious 
fair  associations  have  the  exhibition  pens  for  livestock  m  a  sanitary 
condition  so  as  to  avoid  the  spread  of  infectious  diseases  The  De- 
partment also  plans  to  have  agents  on  the  fair  grounds  during  the 
time  of  the  exhibition  who  will  make  obse^^^ation  of  the  character  of 

the  exhibits.  ■,  ^    ^,  r.„„„^+ 

Forms  for  reporting  disbursements  will  be  supplied  by  the  Depart- 
ment All  i-eports  of  disbursements  for  State  Aid  must  be  filed  with 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  not  later  than  November  15,  19-0. 

The  Department  will  assist  the  ofiicers  of  the  fair  associations  at 
all  times  in  promoting  these  exhibitions  so  as  to  make  them  of  the 

most  value  to  the  people  of  the  State.  .^^^ct^^-t
